Strauss-Kahn granted bail Top US official: Shoe bombs still a 
under home detention threat to aviation 


NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
Ex-IMF chief Dominique 
Strauss-Kahn was granted bail 
yesterday after being formally 
indicted on sexual assault 
charges, but was placed under 
home detention after posting 
$1 million bail. 

Judge Michael Obus agreed 
to release Strauss-Kahn from 
notorious Rikers Island jail 
after he also agreed to an insu¬ 
rance bond of $5 million, to 
surrender all travel documents 
and to submit to guarded home 
detention. 

He was to be monitored in 
a Manhattan apartment 24 
hours a days, seven days a 
week by video surveillance 
equipment and have at least 
one armed guard with him at 
all times, a New York court 
heard. 

The hearing came just hours 
after Strauss-Kahn, 62, re¬ 
signed from the IMF vowing to 
clear his name after being 
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charged in the alleged attack 
on a 32-year-old chambermaid 
in a luxury New York hotel 
suite on Saturday. 

Obus yesterday set the ar¬ 
raignment of Dominique 
Strauss-Kahn for June 6, when 
the former IMF chief will for¬ 
mally enter a plea. 


LAS VEGAS, Nevada (AFP)

Assisted suicide advocate 



Kevorkian hospitalized 


CHICAGO, Illinois (AFP) - 
Assisted-suicide advocate Jack 
Kevorkian, whose controver¬ 
sial tactics earned him the 
nickname Doctor Death, has 
been hospitalized with kidney 
problems and pneumonia, 
local media reported yesterday. 

Kevorkian, who spent more 
than eight years in jail for the 
murder of a man whose video¬ 
taped assisted suicide was 
aired on national television, 
claims he actively helped 130 
people to die. 

Kevorkian, who turns 83 
next week, was rushed to 
William Beaumont Hospital in 
suburban Detroit, Michigan on 
Wednesday night after feeling 
weak, his attorney told the De¬ 
troit News. 

While Kevorkian is not in 
"grave danger," his health is 
not good, Mayer Morganroth 
said. The retired physician was 
hospitalized a few weeks ago 


and suffered a relapse Wednes¬ 
day. 

"He’s not 100 percent, but 
he’s getting better," Morgan¬ 
roth said, adding Kevorkian is 
expected to return to his apart¬ 
ment where he lives alone in a 
few days. 

Kevorkian forced the 
United States to confront the 
ethical issues surrounding how 
best to treat the pain and suf¬ 
fering of the terminally ill 
when he went public with his 
suicide machines in 1990 and 
the videos of his patients beg¬ 
ging him to help them die. 

The desperation that drove 
of dozens of dying people to 
travel to Michigan to be 
hooked up to his "mercy" ma¬ 
chine — sometimes in motels, 
sometimes in Kevorkian’s 
Volkswagen van — helped con¬ 
vince many of the need for a 
right-to-die.

Napolitano drew applause 
at a conference of travel and 
tourism industry leaders with 
her remarks that the depart¬ 
ment has been looking for a 
technological solution to the 
shoe problem. 

"We're not there yet, so 
wear slip-ons," she said. 

The shoe requirement is 
probably the most hated of a 
raft of security measures im¬ 
posed on air travelers after the 
September 11, 2001 attacks. 

Industry leaders have com¬ 
plained about a one-size-fits- 
all approach to aviation 
security that they say has dis¬ 
couraged travel and is costing 
billions of dollars in revenue. 

Napolitano said officials 
are not yet able to ease up on 
those stringent measures. 

"It's a technological prob¬ 
lem," said Napolitano. 

"Why? Because we know 
from a risk-based standard 
that our adversaries have tried 
before and are always at¬ 
tempting to see what they can 
get onto a plane that would 
constitute enough explosive 
material to blow a plane up," 
she said. 

"That threat has not disap¬ 
peared, and if anything even 
the public revelations out of 
the material seized out of this 
compound where (terror mas¬ 
termind Osama) bin Laden 
was confirmed that aviation 
remains a target." 

Napolitano said that nearly 
10 years after September 11, 
the US government was pur¬ 
suing strategies to take some 


of the hassle out of air travel, 
where possible. 

She said nearly a million 
people have now enrolled in 
"Global Entry," a so-called 
"trusted traveler" program 
that allows pre-vetted passen¬ 
gers to clear customs more 
quickly. The administration's 
goal is to double that number. 

Other changes have been 
to introduce express lanes for 
passengers with connecting 
flights. 

She said 80 percent of tra¬ 
velers at the top 22 interna¬ 
tional airports in the United 
States now clear customs in 
less than 30 minutes. 

"We are moving away 
from one-size-fits-all," Napo¬ 
litano said. 

"But it’s a more difficult 
problem than you might 
imagine. It has to be done the 
right way, recognizing that it 
only takes one plane going 
down" to have a major eco¬ 
nomic impact, she said.

ORANJESTAD — Last Satur¬ 
day, May 14th, Aruban stu¬ 
dents in Holland were in 
attendance at the Aruba House 
along with their mentors for an 
informative afternoon regard¬ 
ing medical insurance, or as it 
is called in Holland the 
“Zorgtoeslag” (Care Al¬ 
lowance). 

This meeting was planned 
in connection with the con¬ 
cerns that were raised with re¬ 
spect to the control and other 
issues of this program and of 
its transference to other insur¬ 
ers. 

Desiree Croes, director of 
Aruba House in the Nether¬ 
lands, who organized the meet¬ 
ing, provided explicit infor¬ 
mation and explanations re¬ 
garding the matter of the Care 
Allowance, which of late is 
constantly in the news. 
Through the use of Power¬ 
Point, very clear and effective 
information was presented to 
all present. Students were able 
to voice questions and interact 
with each other on the topic. 
They expressed satisfaction for 
the attention they received 
from Aruba House and com¬ 
mented that they would wel¬ 
come more of this kind of 
interaction. The Director as¬ 
sured the students that it is her 
intention to, indeed, plan more 
of this type of encounters with 
our Aruban students studying 
in Holland. 


Croes emphasized that 
Aruba House is of the opinion 
that, at least for now, Aruban 
students who are not employed 
in Holland and who are under 
30 years of age, do not need 
the Care Allowance. They 
should not apply for this. This 
is to avoid receiving a tax col¬ 
lection. Because the tax office 
will assume they received 
funds they were not entitled to 
which they will require them to 
pay back at once. In Leeuwar- 
den a student won a court case 
on this issue last May 2010, 
whereas for an identical case in 
Rotterdam another student re¬ 
cently lost his case in court. In 
that case the judge declared 
that the student did not have 
any right to the Care Al¬ 
lowance. A copy of both ver¬ 
dicts can be obtained at the 
Department of Education via 
the Aruba House. 

In the meantime, the matter 
concerning the CVZ of our 
students is being resolved. All 
students are going to receive 
their new ID passes. 

Aruba House is continuing 
its efforts to compile as much 
information as possible and is 
intent on holding conversa¬ 
tions and deliberations with all 
relevant instances in the 
Netherlands so as to have the 
most complete package of in¬ 
formation to submit to the 
Minister of Education of 
Aruba.

Wilhelmina Park 



RESPETA BIDA...semper corda members 


Members of the Fundacion 
RESPETA BIDA...semper 
corda, which means “RES¬ 
PECT LIFE... always re¬ 
member,” in Papiamento, 
revealed the location in Wil¬ 
helmina Park in Oranjestad 
where a statue of Anne Frank 
will be place on the anniver¬ 
sary of her birthday, June 12. 

The brief life of Anne 
Frank, the German Jewish 
girl who died in Bergen- 
Belsen Concentration Camp 
after spending years hiding in 
an Amsterdam attic, has im¬ 


pacted generations though 
the posthumous publication 
of her touching diary in over 
70 languages, now including 
Papiamento, recounting the 
ordeal. 

Anne Frank’s statue in 
front of the house where her 
family and others existed for 
years in fear of being caught, 
attracts visitors in droves and 
stands as a symbol of racial 
and religious intolerance. 

In December of 2008, a 
bronze statue of Anne Frank 
by artist Joep Coppens, 


which was donated by the 
Dutch government to Costa 
Rica, was unveiled on the 
new pedestrian Bulevar 
Union Europea in San Hose 
on the 60th anniversary of the 
International Day of Human 
Rights. 

Aruba’s Prime Minister 
Mike Eman was so touched 
by this memorial he ap¬ 
proached members of the 
Jewish community in Aruba 
regarding such a statue hav¬ 
ing an honored place on the 
island. This resulted in the 
founding of Fundacion Re- 
speta Bida in December of 
last year. 

The foundation’s main 
goals are to safeguard the 
rights of every member of so¬ 
ciety in Aruba, promote tole¬ 
rance, solidarity, freedom and 
equality, specifically against 
practices of racism, anti- 
Semitism and xenophobia, 
which can undermine such a 
small island community.

The first Board of Direc¬ 
tors of the foundation are 
Diana Pieters- Gonzalez 
(President), Jose Fernandes 
Perna (Vice President), 
Martha Lichtenstein- Gold- 
enberg (Secretary), Frank 
Williams (Second Secretary), 
and Shereen de Cuba (Trea¬ 
surer). Aruba’s First Lady, 
Doina Eman, is a “protector” 
of the foundation. 

On Thursday morning the 
spot for the memorial was re¬ 
vealed and the community in¬ 
vited to join foundation 
volunteers for the official un¬ 
veiling of the statue commis¬ 
sioned by Joep Coppens 
around sunset on Sunday 
June 12. The statue, which 
will be 1.24 meters tall, de¬ 
picts Anne Frank with her 
hands bound, looking sky¬ 
ward. The pedestal in San 
Jose bears the phrase from 
her book “Mi sueno es la lib- 
ertad” - "My dream is lib¬ 
erty.”

Citizens must be more conscious of the effects 
of high blood pressure 



ORANJESTAD-- 
Every year, May 17 is 
dedicated to World 
Hypertension Day 
(WHD). This is an ini¬ 
tiative of the World 
Hypertension League 
(WHL), an affiliated 
section of the Interna¬ 
tional Society of Hy¬ 
pertension (ISH). 

The WHD was 
first inaugurated in 
May 2005 and has be¬ 
come an annual event 
ever since. The pur¬ 
pose of the WHD is to 
promote public aware¬ 
ness of hypertension 
and to encourage citi¬ 
zens of all countries to prevent 
and control this silent killer, a 
modern epidemic; 80% of 
deaths from natural causes is 
due to high blood pressure. 

The theme for 2011 is 
Know Your Numbers and Tar¬ 
get Your Blood Pressure. 

“Essential high potential,” 
is a type of hypertension which 
affects more than 90% of all 
hyperactive patients. There is 
no directly identified cause for 
this, but the factors - although 
it refers to our life style - in¬ 
clude lack of exercise or phys¬ 
ical activities, fat and 
excessive intake of salt, smok¬ 
ing, stress and potassium defi¬ 
ciency; all contributing factors 
and principal causes to this 
chronic illness. Also of note: 
arterial hypertension affects 
more than 85% of people with 
a Body Mass Index (BMI) of 
25 or greater. 

As mention before, high in¬ 
take of salt, alcohol and defi¬ 
ciency of Vitamin D increase 
the risk for the development of 
hypertension. As our age in¬ 
crease so does the risk for hy¬ 



pertension. If a family mem¬ 
bers) suffers with hyperten¬ 
sion, you can inherit the 
illness. Hyperactivity in your 
sympathetic nervous system 
also plays a role regarding the 
development of high blood 
pressure. Last but not least, in¬ 
sulin resistance - a component 
of the metabolic system, can 
contribute to high blood pres¬ 
sure. 

Taking all of these factors 
into account, prevention is the 
most advisable practice. It in¬ 
cludes a well-balanced diet, 
maintenance of proper weight 
and exercising or other physi¬ 
cal activity daily for 1 hour. 
The idea is to instill awareness 
in our lifestyle so as to reduce 
cardiovascular deaths. 

World Hypertension day 
was also commemorated on 
Aruba; a team comprised of 
Health Department personnel 
checked members of Parlia¬ 
ment and the Council of Min¬ 
isters for high blood pressure. 
This was done in order to boost 
attention to problem, an issue 
which should concern all the 
community.

Destruction of Nature...why? 



ORANJESTAD — During the 
late afternoon of Thursday 
12th of May a massive de¬ 
struction of nature took place 
here on Aruba. Two full grown 
Watapana trees were brutally 
rooted up. These two trees 
were standing disgracefully 
along the road side in Piedra 
Plat not far from the SKA area. 

The Department of Public 
Works has submitted a formal 
complaint to the police. Appar¬ 
ently, they have information as 
to who were the culprits of this 
horrendous act of destruction. 
They used a bobcat to accom¬ 
plish this debauchery to our 
nature. 

Earlier in the week the Pub¬ 
lic Works Department (DOW) 
were doing maintenance on the 
dirt road at Piedra Plat. DOW 
dug into the road a bit in order 
to apply a layer of material that 
remains after asphalt has 
cooled off. During their work 
they encountered two Wata¬ 
pana trees alongside the road. 
They did everything possible 
to work around these trees so 


as not to damage them in any¬ 
way. 

It remains incomprehensi¬ 
ble to DOW why these trees 
had to be removed. It appears 
that the bandits felt that the 
trees were in the way and so 
they took it upon themselves to 
root them up brutally. 

It is no secret that the 
chance for successfully re¬ 
planting trees that were rooted 
up is very slim. However, 
DOW attempted to try and 
save at least one of them, the 
one that appeared most intact 
with the least amount of dam¬ 
age to its roots. They felt they 
could replant it at another loca¬ 
tion. Their experience tells 
them that if they could protect 
the crown root and put the tree 
back into the earth and lavish 
it with water, it may survive. 

Hence, on Friday, the DOW 
workers covered the roots of 
the tree with earth and doused 
it with much water so that on 
Monday morning they could 
return and continue with plant¬ 
ing the tree elsewhere. 


However, much 
to the surprise of 
everyone, on Mon¬ 
day morning when 
they returned to the 
site, lo and behold, 
both trees were 
gone! Apparently, 
the bandits were not 
pleased with the 
idea that they were 
attempting to save 
one of the trees. 

DOW has high hopes that the 
detectives will be able to lay 
hands on the culprits of this 
needless act of destruction. 

It is true that many in our 
community blame the DOW 
themselves for eliminating 
many of our trees unnecessar¬ 
ily. DOW, on the other hand 
explained that they are respon¬ 
sible for our roads. When it be¬ 
comes necessary to construct a 
new road it is imperative that 
they clear the area and in that 
process they have no choice 
but to remove any trees in the 
path. They assert, however, 
that they constantly make 


every effort possible to save 
trees from being cut down or 
rooted up as far as this is pos¬ 
sible. 

DOW finds it important to 
bring this matter to the atten¬ 
tion of everyone. Together we 
as citizens of Aruba can make 
a difference in protecting our 
valuable nature. We must be 
the watch dogs for those who 
have no regard for our trees, 
the social control will help pre¬ 
vent acts as the one described 
here in Piedra Plat. We must 
always report this type of bru¬ 
tality to the authorities. 
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Ten Atlantic hurricanes 
predicted for this season 



MIAMI (AFP) - The Atlantic 
will experience a rougher 
than normal hurricane season 
this year with up to 10 hurri¬ 
canes, the US weather service 
forecast Thursday. 

’’The United States was 
fortunate last year. Winds 
steered most of the season's 
tropical storms and all hurri¬ 
canes away from our coast¬ 


lines," said Jane Lubchenco, 
who heads the National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration. 

"However we can't count 
on luck to get us through this 
season. We need to be pre¬ 
pared, especially with this 
above-normal outlook." 

The weather service pre¬ 
dicted that the Atlantic basin 


will experience 12 to 18 
named storms between June 
1 and November 1. 

Six to 10 of those storms 
could reach hurricane strength 
with sustained winds of more 
than 74 miles per hour (119 
kilometers per hour). 

Three to six of those 
storms could be major hurri¬ 
canes with sustained winds of 
111 miles per hour or higher 
(187 kilometers per hour.) 

The seasonal average is 11 
named storms, six hurricanes 
and two major hurricanes. 

Landfall is dictated by 
weather patterns at the time 
the storm approaches and 
hurricane impacts often reach 
far inland. 

"The tornadoes that devas¬ 
tated the south and the large 
amount of flooding we've 
seen this spring should serve 
as a reminder that disasters 
can happen anytime and any¬ 
where," said Craig Fugate, 
head of the Federal Emer¬ 
gency Management Agency. 

"Now is the time, if you 
haven't already, to get your 
plan together for what you 
and your family would do if 
disaster strikes." 


PlayStation Network revival 
stumbles 


SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
Sony's efforts to revive its 
PlayStation Network (PSN) 
have stumbled after the firm 
discovered a flaw hackers 
could exploit when it came to 
resetting passwords. 

Sony temporarily disabled 
PSN and its Qriocity music 
streaming password reset 
pages to fix a vulnerability in 
a system that was just regain¬ 
ing its footing after a cyber 
attack that resulted in it being 
shut down for weeks. 

"We temporarily took 


down the PSN and Qriocity 
password reset page," Sony 
spokesman Patrick Seybold 
said in an update posted at the 
PlayStation blog. 

"Contrary to some reports, 
there was no hack involved," 
he explained. "In the process 
of resetting of passwords 
there was a URL exploit that 
we have subsequently fixed." 

Details of the exploit were 
not disclosed, but a door open 
had reportedly been left ajar 
for hackers to change a user's 
password if they knew the 


email address and birth date 
associated with an account. 

"Consumers who haven't 
reset their passwords for PSN 
are still encouraged to do so 
directly on their PS3," Sey¬ 
bold said. "Otherwise, they 
can continue to do so via the 
website as soon as we bring 
that site back up." 

PSN connects PlayStation 
3 (PS3) consoles to online 
games, films and more. 

Sony on Sunday began a 
"phased restoration" of net¬ 
work services that came 
under hacker attacks in one of 
the biggest data breaches 
since the advent of the Inter¬ 
net. 

Cyber thieves stole per¬ 
sonal data that included 
names, passwords and ad¬ 
dresses from more than 100 
million accounts on PSN and 
Sony Online Entertainment 
services. 

Sony has said it cannot 
rule out that millions of credit 
card numbers may have been 
compromised. 

Sony shut down the PSN 
and Qriocity on April 20 after 
its data centre in San Diego 
was hacked — but it did not re¬ 
veal the breach until April 26.

Amazon selling more Kindle 
books than print books 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Online retail giant Amazon 
said Thursday that sales of 
digital books for the Kindle 
electronic reader have sur¬ 
passed sales of print books. 

"Customers are now 
choosing Kindle books more 
often than print books," Ama¬ 
zon founder and chief execu¬ 
tive Jeff Bezos said in a 
statement. 

"We had high hopes that 
this would happen eventually, 
but we never imagined it 


would happen this 
quickly," Bezos said. 
"We've been selling print 
books for 15 years and 
Kindle books for less 
than four years." 

The Seattle, Washing- 
ton-based Amazon said 
that since April 1, it was 
selling 105 Kindle e- 
books for every 100 print 
books, hardcover and pa¬ 
perback combined. 

The company said it 
had sold more than three 
times as many Kindle books 
so far in 2011 as it did during 
the same period last year. 

Amazon began selling 
print books in July 1995 and 
introduced the Kindle in No¬ 
vember 2007. 

The US Kindle store of¬ 
fers more than 950,000 books 
including 109 of the 111 New 
York Times best sellers. 

Amazon does not release 
sales figures for the Kindle e- 
reader.

Yoga helps breast cancer 
patientsi study 



Yoga helps breast cancer patients 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Breast cancer patients who 
practice yoga experience 
lower stress and improved 
quality of life compared to 
counterparts who do stretch¬ 
ing exercises, a US study in¬ 
dicated. 

Researchers at the Univer¬ 
sity of Texas MD Anderson 
Cancer Center studied 163 
women with an average age of 
52 who were undergoing radi¬ 
ation therapy for breast can¬ 
cer, ranging from early onset 
to stage three. 

The women were ran¬ 
domly assigned to one of 
three groups — yoga, simple 
stretching and no instruction 
in either. 

Those assigned to yoga or 
stretching practiced in one- 
hour sessions three times a 
week for the duration of the 
six-week radiation therapy. 

At the end of their radia¬ 
tion treatment, they were 
asked to report on their own 
health and well-being at one, 
three and six months after 
treatment, and they also un¬ 
derwent tests to measure heart 
function and stress hormone 
levels. 

Women in the yoga and 
stretching groups each re¬ 
ported less fatigue than the 


non-exercise group. 

But women who did yoga 
reported ’’greater benefits to 
physical functioning and gen¬ 
eral health... (and) were more 
likely to perceive positive life 
changes from their cancer ex¬ 
perience than either other 
group.” 

The yoga group also saw 


the 

’’steepest decline in their cor¬ 
tisol across the day, indicating 
that yoga had the ability to 
regulate this stress hormone,” 
the study said. 

’’This is particularly impor¬ 
tant because higher stress hor¬ 
mone levels throughout the 
day, known as a blunted circa¬ 
dian cortisol rhythm, have 
been linked to worse out¬ 
comes in breast cancer.” 

Lead author Lorenzo 
Cohen said yoga likely helped 
patients deal with the transi¬ 
tion from cancer treatment 
back to regular life. 

’’Teaching patients a mind- 
body technique like yoga as a 
coping skill can make the 
transition less difficult.” 

A separate study released 
last month suggested that reg¬ 
ular yoga practice by cardiac 
patients was able to cut irreg¬ 
ular heartbeat episodes in half.

PARIS, France (AFP) - The 
Global Fund to Fight AIDS, 
tuberculosis and malaria is 
facing a funding shortfall of 
more than a billion dollars, 
according to an annual report 
released Thursday. 

The Fund will need at least 
13 billion dollars for 2011- 
2013 to cover minimum esti¬ 
mated needs, but pledges 
from donor nations and pri¬ 
vate sources so far amount to 
only 11.7 billion dollars, it 
said. 

Costs for detection and 
treatment of the three diseases 
could top 20 billion for the 
three-year period, Global 
Fund Executive Director 
Michel Kazatchkine warned 
at a press conference in Paris. 

Without additional re¬ 
sources, the scale-up of new 
programmes will be ’’signifi¬ 
cantly slower” than in preced¬ 
ing years, he said. 

”We need more if we are 
going to have a world in 2015 
where nearly no one dies of 
malaria, no more children are 
bom infected with HIV and at 
least 70 to 80 percent of pa¬ 
tients who need treatment for 
AIDS get it,” he said. 

Universal coverage with 
insecticide-treated nets in 
Africa and the elimination of 


mother-to-child HIV trans¬ 
mission will be more difficult 
to achieve, he added. 

Donations to the Fund 
have been undercut by the 
continuing fallout from the 
worldwide economic crisis 
that started in 2008. 

Revelations in December 
that tens of millions of dollars 
earmarked from programmes 
in African nations had gone 
missing have also prompted 
at least two donor countries, 
Germany and Sweden, to sus¬ 
pend contributions. 

Created in 2002 with seed 
money from software mogul 
Bill Gates, the Fund is the 
single largest source of inter¬ 
national health financing for 
all three diseases, which to¬ 
gether claim more than four 
million lives each year. 

In 2009, the Global Fund 
accounted for 20 percent of 
international public funding 
for HIV, 65 percent for TB 
and 65 percent for malaria. 

Last year, it disbursed 
three billion dollars on these 
three diseases, the largest sin¬ 
gle-year payout in its decade- 
long history.

The Dutch passions for 
cleanliness, health and educa¬ 
tion have made the Antilles 
among the cleanest, healthiest 
and best educated islands in 
the Caribbean. (Their literacy 
rate in some cases is higher 
than the United States.) 

Even in jungly Surinam, the 
common tropical diseases have 
been virtually eliminated. 

In 1954 the Netherlands 
Antilles and Surinam became 
autonomous nations within the 
Kingdom of the Netherlands. 
This means, basically, that the 
farmer growing yams in Saba 
has the same rights at the dia¬ 
mond cutter in Amsterdam. 

Your first sight of Aruba 
from the air is a long, curling, 
gleaming ribbon of sand.

AAA growth for 2011

Various prominent industry 
organizations (ICAO, IATA, 
UNWTO and ACI) expect 
global passenger traffic to con¬ 
tinue to grow in 2011 at a rate 
between 4.0% and 5.2%. Obvi¬ 
ously, there are significant dif¬ 
ferences between regional 
markets, but these are not spec¬ 
ified. 

AAA management con¬ 
cedes this outlook generally co¬ 
incides with Aruba’s traffic 
from North America and Latin 
America, in general. Europe is 
expected to grow at a slower 
pace as the Caribbean traffic 
depends largely on capacity of¬ 
fered by airlines. The Latin 
American traffic will most 
likely continue to be heavily in¬ 
fluenced by government meas¬ 
ures in Venezuela regarding 
currency restrictions, which 
impacts travel by residents; 
however, first quarter 2011 did 
showed promising numbers 
from this market. 

2010 figures demonstrate a 
stability of aircraft movements 
and seat capacity growth in 


most market segments, with 
0.2% growth compared to 2009 
for a total of 38,404 additional 
passengers passing through the 
airport. North America actually 
had negative growth of .4%, as 
did Latin America of .3%, but 
increased traffic from the 
Netherlands Antilles of .6% 
and Europe of .1% balanced 
out for positive growth. 

AAA focused on retaining 
existing air service and increas¬ 
ing services in other markets 
during 2010. Total outbound 
capacity to Aruba grew by 29% 
from 1,437,435 to 1,858,440 
seats by the finish of the year. 
The Europe cruises category 
disappeared from the statistics 
as there were no cruise turn¬ 
arounds in 2010. 

“The world is moving 
again,” commented Mr. Stein¬ 
metz when citing the 0.8% in¬ 
crease in passengers in 2010 
over 2009. Even though the 
first quarter of 2010 showed an 
average decrease of 1.5% per 
month, April, September, Octo¬ 
ber and December showed 
healthy increases compared to 
2009. Total passenger traffic 
for 2010 was 3.1% higher than 
2009 to end the year with 
1,984,173 passenger move¬ 
ments. This set a new record 
for the Reina Beatrix Interna¬ 
tional Airport. With cruise turn¬ 
arounds excluded from the 
2009 figures (as there were 
none in 2010,), PFC growth 
amounts to 2.3%. 

In the private charter flight 
sector, Fixed Base Operation for 
general aviation (operated by 


Universal 
Weather and 
Aviation, Inc), 
showed a de¬ 
crease of 8% in 
Revenue Gener¬ 
ating Passengers 
(RGP) to 10,863 
passengers in 
2010. The cur¬ 
rency restric¬ 
tions imposed 
by the Venezue¬ 
lan government 
on residents trav¬ 
eling abroad has 
affected private aircraft owners’ 
traveling behavior. 

When com¬ 
piling their fig¬ 
ures, AAA bases 
their calculations 
on PFC-paying 
passengers, 
which indicate 
that the USA ac¬ 
counted for 63% 
of total tourism 
visitors to Aruba, 
which is approx¬ 
imately equal to 
2009. Latin 
America re¬ 
mains Aruba’s 
second largest 
tourism market 
with 16%, of 
which Venezuela 
accounted for 
58% in 2010. 

Airport offi¬ 
cials consider 
the statistics in¬ 
dicate “a cau¬ 
tious recovery 
from the down¬ 
turn that set in 2008 with rising 
oil and fuel prices, followed by 
the subsequent banking and 
global economic recession.” 
Aeronautical revenues in¬ 
creased by 1.2% which is just a 


little more than the increase of 
0.8% in passenger numbers. 
Total non-aeronautical revenue 
remained at the same level as 
2009, but the operating costs 
(excluding changes in esti¬ 
mates) increased substantially, 
mostly due to increased electric 
and water rates, as well as pro¬ 
fessional and maintenance 
services required and additions 
to provisions for doubtful ac¬ 
counts. As a result, the net 
profit in 2010 was 16.8% down 
from 2009 but still ended with 
a satisfactory AWG 12.4 mil¬ 
lion, net profit. 

For the 4th and 5th time in 


5 years, AAA received appreci¬ 
ation from airline customers for 
its airline marketing efforts: for 
the 2nd consecutive year, AAA 
was highly commended. AAA 
was awarded runner-up status 


in the category “The Americas” 
for Excellence in Airline Mar¬ 
keting during the annual World 
ROUTES conference in Van¬ 
couver, just behind 1st place 
Edmonton, but won the 1st 
place in the category Latin 
America & Caribbean during 
ROUTES Regional conference 
in Lima, Peru. Considering that 
AAA, a relatively small player 
among all American, Latin and 
Central American airports, 
managed to obtain such prizes 
is really quite remarkable, as 
prizes are awarded based on in¬ 
formation received from the 
airlines who vote on the most 


outstanding airports in geo¬ 
graphical categories, irrespec¬ 
tive of size.

Oil prices fall on 
demand growth 
worries 


NEW YORK, (AFP) - The oil 
market sank on Thursday 
after the International Energy 
Agency warned high prices 
could derail global economic 
growth and called for in¬ 
creased output to tackle the 
problem. 

Oil prices also fell under 
pressure from a batch of dis¬ 
appointing economic data in 
the United States, the world's 
biggest oil-consuming nation, 
and news that Japan's econ¬ 
omy plunged into recession in 
January-March. 

New York's main contract, 
light sweet crude for June, 
dived $1.66 to $98.44. The 
contract expired at the close. 

In London, Brent North 
Sea crude for delivery in July 
dropped 88 cents to settle at 
$111.42 a barrel. 

The benchmark New York 
futures contract pulled back 


after a sharp rebound 
Wednesday that had been 
driven in part by a stabiliza¬ 
tion in US crude reserves after 
weeks of increases. 

"We had good inventory 
data yesterday but today we're 
just giving back a bunch of 
these gains because we had a 
lot of weak economic data," 
said Matt Smith at Summit 
Energy. 

Investors had disappoint¬ 
ing numbers to digest Thurs¬ 
day that highlighted trouble 
spots amid a weak economic 
recovery. 

Heightening market jitters 
was the International Energy 
Agency, which said oil prices 
remained high because of 
strong demand and geopoliti¬ 
cal uncertainty — a reference 
to unrest in the Middle East - 
- and called on producers to 
increase output.

Cannes bans von Trier after 
Nazi blunder 



CANNES, France (AFP) - 
Cannes barred provocative 
Danish director Lars von Trier 
Thursday, amid a growing 
backlash over his remarks 
about Adolf Hitler, but his film 
remains in the race for the fes¬ 
tival's top prize. 

Blackballing one of Eu¬ 
rope's most prominent film¬ 
makers, festival organisers 
declared the 5 5-year-old auteur 
"persona non grata" — telling 
him in effect to stay away from 
the world's biggest cinema 
jamboree. 

In a statement, the festival 
said it "profoundly regrets" that 
von Trier had made comments 


"unacceptable, intolerable, and 
contrary to the ideals of hu¬ 
manity and generosity" which 
it said underpinned the event. 

"The board of directors 
firmly condemns these com¬ 
ments and declares Lars von 
Trier a persona non grata at the 
Festival de Cannes, with effect 
immediately," it said. 

It was the first time since at 
least the 1960s that a director 
has been kicked out of Cannes, 
festival president Gilles Jacob 
told AFP. 

But significantly, von Trier's 
apocalyptic drama "Melancho¬ 
lia" was kept in competition for 
the Palme d'Or, one of the most 


coveted honours in cinema, to 
be awarded at the end of the 
festival on Sunday. 

Twenty films from around 
the world are in the running for 
the prize. 

The furore blew up on 
Wednesday at a press confer¬ 
ence after the first screening of 
"Melancholia" when a reporter 
asked von Trier about his Ger¬ 
man heritage. 

Von Trier — notorious for 
his black humour and political 
incorrectness — replied with a 
cheerful smile that he sympa¬ 
thised "a little bit" with Hitler. 

"I really wanted to be a Jew 
and then I found out that I was 
really a Nazi," he said, refer¬ 
ring to his mother's deathbed 
revelation that his biological 
father was actually a German. 

"I understand Hitler. I think 
he did some wrong things, yes 
absolutely, but I can see him 
sitting in his bunker in the 
end." 

Later in the day, as his 
words raced around the world, 
von Trier issued a statement of 
apology, adding: "I am not 
anti-Semitic or racially preju¬ 
diced in any way, nor am I a 
Nazi."

NEW YORK (AFP) - It's raining in New York, and every¬ 
one tries to get out of the rain. Not Manny. Unflappable, 
he stands on a corner with his umbrella, warning people 
that on Saturday, May 21, the world will end.

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Ebersol resigns as NBC 
Sports boss

NEW YORK (AFP) - Dick 
Ebersol resigned Thursday as 
chairman of the NBC Sports 
Group, leaving the perennial 
US television home of the 
Olympics only three weeks 
before TV bids are considered 
for the 2014 and 2016 Games. 

Ebersol told the New York 
Times he could not reach 
agreement on terms of a new 
contract just months after 
NBC was bought by US cable 
giant Comcast, ending a TV 
career of more than 40 years, 
the past 22 years as boss of 
NBC sports. 

NBC has purchased the US 
broadcast rights to the Sum¬ 
mer Olympics since 1988 in 
Seoul and each Winter 
Olympics since 2002 in Salt 


Lake City. 

The timing of Ebersol’s de¬ 
parture raises questions about 
whether or not a Comcast- 
owned NBC will continue to 
out-bid rivals for US Olympic 
TV rights. 

ESPN-ABC and Fox are 
expected to bid against NBC 
for a rights package that com¬ 
manded $2.2 million when 
Ebersol made the winning bid 
eight years ago for rights to 
the 2010 Vancouver Winter 
Olympics and 2012 London 
Summer Olympics. 

NBC lost a reported $223 
million on Vancouver cover¬ 
age only months after Com¬ 
cast announced plans to 
purchase NBC from General 
Electric.

out Croatia's Mirjana Lucic

PARIS, France (AFP) - De¬ 
fending French Open cham¬ 
pion Rafael Nadal heaped the 
pressure onto Novak 

Djokovic's shoulders on Thurs¬ 
day by insisting that the unde¬ 
feated Serb is the favourite to 
win Roland Garros. 

World number two 

Djokovic has won all 37 
matches he has played in 2011 
and has defeated Nadal in the 
season's four Masters finals, in¬ 
cluding on clay in Madrid and 
Rome. 

"I think he is the great 
favourite. He hasn't lost a 
match since the start of the year 
and he's playing in an incredi¬ 
ble way," said five-time French 
Open champion and world 
number one Nadal on a visit to 
the Champs Elysees. 

"I do not fear Djokovic but 
you have to applaud his suc¬ 
cess since the beginning of the 


year. This will be very difficult 
to repeat. I admire what he has 
done." 

Nadal also warned that his 
great rival Roger Federer, the 
2009 champion and 16-time 
major winner, should not be 
ruled out as a contender when 
Roland Garros gets underway 
on Sunday. 

"The Grand Slams are his 
speciality," said the Spaniard, 
who is one title away from 
equalling Bjorn Borg's record 
of six wins in Paris. 

Nadal added: "I am always 
motivated and impatient to get 
my first match started." 

"There has been a lot of talk 
about the Borg record, but I am 
only thinking about winning 
the tournament.

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Rain tests nerves ahead 
of Indy pole fight 



INDIANAPOLIS (AFP) - 
Drivers faced a tense qualify¬ 
ing weekend for the 100th 
anniversary edition of the In¬ 
dianapolis 500 after rain 
washed out 60 percent of the 
first five practice days at the 
famed oval track. 

Showers reduced the 
amount of time newcomers 
had to learn the secrets for 
reaching top speed at the 
famed 2 1/2-mile (4km) Indi¬ 
anapolis Motor Speedway 
while veterans worked to re¬ 
fine their cars for all sorts of 
possible weather. 

Forecasters predict a 40 
percent chance of thunder¬ 
storms for Saturday's sched¬ 
uled pole position fight and a 
50 percent chance of thunder¬ 
storms for Sunday's planned 
final qualifying to fill the 33- 
car field for the May 29 race. 

"The weather is always 
tricky here so you have to 
plan ahead. It can get a little 
frustrating at times," said de¬ 
fending champion Dario 
Franchitti of Scotland, who 
reached 224.4 mph on Mon¬ 
day before two washed-out 
practice days. 

Franchitti, who turned 38 
on Thursday, won the Indy 
500 in 2007 before making an 
ill-fated switch to US stock 


cars the following season. He 
returned to IndyCar in 2009 
and captured the 500 and his 
third season title last year. 

"There’s no question it's a 
great feeling to run fast here 
again," said Franchitti. "We 
certainly can't complain 
about where we are." 

Australian Will Power is a 
perfect 4-for-4 in IndyCar 
pole qualifying this season 
and leads the season points 
chase with two victories and 
168 points, 14 more than sec¬ 
ond-place Franchitti. Spain's 
Oriol Servia is third on 110. 

Power's pole triumphs 
have all come on road layouts 
but he knows the Indy 500 
pole test, a four-lap average, 
is unlike anything else in the 
sport. 

"For me, it would be a re¬ 
ally big deal. It’s something 
that I would love to do," 
Power said. 

"I know what I need to do. 
Conditions are changing every 
year but the car's exactly the 
same. I'm definitely keen to 
giving it everything I can to 
get the pole, no question." 

Aussie Ryan Briscoe, 
Power's Penske Racing team¬ 
mate, was confident he could 
challenge for the inside front 
row spot as well. 


"We've just got to 
make sure we put our¬ 
selves in the right position 
to be able to go for it on 
Saturday," Briscoe said. 

British racer Pippa 
Mann, trying to reach her 
first Indy 500, was set for 
a flurry of activity to try 
and prepare for her qual¬ 
ifying bid due to the rain. 

"It's going to make 
the next few days pretty 
insane, not just for us but 
for everyone," she said. 
"The track is going to be 
extremely busy, and it’s 
going to be fairly in¬ 
tense." 

Canada's Alex 
Tagliani led the early week 
practice speeds but that only 
added to his worries as con¬ 
ditions changed. 

"Weather is a concern," 
Tagliani said. "If we had been 
struggling from the get-go 
and the car was hard to drive 
with no speed we would be 
praying for sun. At the same 
time we know what we have. 
We know what the car is ca¬ 
pable of doing.
